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House raid 
nets fake 
designer 
goods 


FAKE designer shoes, handbags 
and purses were among the haul 
of counterfeit goods seized by 
trading standards officers in a 
raid on a Woolwich house. 

The goods were discovered in a 
house in Gunner Lane on May 26 
after a tip off. 

Greenwich Council trading 
standards officers had followed 
a couple of people from a local 
market to the house where they 
found a range of counterfeit 
goods which was set to be sold in 
the street, at markets or boot 
fairs. 

The list of fake goods included: 

• 20kg of fake Tiffany jewellery 

• 900 DVDs including 100 
pornographic films 

• around 40 fake bags and 
purses with designer names 
such as Gucci, Louis Vuitton, 
Prada and Versace and 

• around 20 pairs of fake Gucci, 
D&G and Louis Vuitton shoes. 
Officers also found around 3,800 
cigarettes in fake Benson and 
Hedges packets of 20 along with 
10kg of lose rolling tobacco, 
fake 50g Golden Virginia 
wrappers and a weighting 
machine. 

Police who attended also make a 
seizure of £2,000 in cash. 

A man in his late 50s, believed to

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How to keep ther urban foxes at bay 


GREENWICH residents 
who encounter specific 
problems with urban foxes 
have a dedicated helpline 
to contact. 

At the same time, the 
council’s environmental 
health officers stress that 
YOU can play your part in 
keeping these wild 
animals at bay by: 
•Ensuring bins are 
securely shut 
•Not leaving rubbish- 
sacks beside your wheelie 


•Never feeding foxes 
The animal made national 
headlines last week when 
a fox got into a London 
home and attacked two 
sleeping babies. Because 
of this, Greenwich Council 
is repeating some advice 
and guidance on the 
subject. 

It said: “It is unfortunately 
the case that foxes are now 
rife in London havng 
migrated over time from 
the countryside. They have 


adapted to the new food 
sources available. 

“The best way to reduce 
the number of foxes 
throughout the borough is 
to minimise the amount of 
refuse and other food 
sources available.” 

If you’ve been out in the 
garden, remember to clear 
up, too. 

The council added: “Foxes 
are very playful creatures 
and will sometimes steal 
shoes and toys left lying 


around.” 

Other advice on foxes: fill 
gaps under sheds because a 
fox can squeeze under a 
10cm (4-inch) gap; leave 
food for birds only in 
dispensers; use sturdy 
hutches with strong welded 
mesh to protect small pets 
like rabbits; keep gardens 
as tidy as possible.

Wheelchair 
way to real 
football thrills

THE beautiful game as 
you’ve never seen it 
before... this is powerchair 
football! 

Greenwich Council has just 
spent £40,000 on a fleet of 
specially-adapted 
wheelchairs to open up the 
sport to anyone with any kind 
of physical disability. 

The phenomenon had its 
local launch earlier this 
month at Waterfront Leisure 
Centre in Woolwich, hosted 
by the council and 
experienced coaches from the 
award-winning South London 
Special League. 

League boss Sharon 
Brokenshire told GT: “It’s all 
about swivel and twist with 
the chair! Powerchair football 
is open to anyone aged five 
upwards. Just wear 
comfortable clothing.” 

She added: “The French are 
currently reckoned to be top 
of the game. It’s also popular 
in Canada. It’s been in the UK 
for about seven years now, 
and there's a team sponsored 
at Tottenham called Aspire’. 
Thanks to Greenwich 
Council, we now have these 10 
fantastic sports powerchairs. 
They’re fast and very 
manoeuvrable.” 

Sharon and coaches David 
Vernem and Pete McCarthy 
run regular open house 
training sessions at 


Waterfront, backed by George 
McCarthy and John Edwards. 
Coach David Vernem told us: 
“You can try to explain 
Powerchair Football until 
you're blue in the face but 
you’ve really got to come and 
see it!” 

Adult sessions, funded by 
Greenwich Community 
Games, run from 7pm until 
8.30pm on Tuesdays; juniors 
are welcome from 4pm until 
6pm on Thursdays; and more 
experienced players are 
currently meeting on 
Saturday afternoons. 

Shea Gibbens, 11, a pupil at 
Horn Park primary school, 
Lee, turned up with his dad, 
Mick. Shea, who has had 


cerebral palsy from birth, is 
obsessed with Man U, 
according to Mick! 

He told us: “When Shea and 
I first came down here they 
were all just using their own 
wheelchairs. Since they’ve 
had the specially-adapted 
chairs, the little kids are as 
fast as the bigger ones. 

“This gives Shea a chance to 
compete in a sport he loves, 
burn off steam, have a real 
sense of achievement. And, 
when he scores, he makes all 
his own victory moves like 
they do on the television.” 

Shea said: “This is quite 
good. I was quite emotional 
when I scored my first goal!” 

Emma Rogers, 29, from 


Thamesmead, has severe 
problems using both arms 
and both legs. She and Sharon 
Brokenshire go back because 
tro when Sharon was Emma's 
teacher at Charlton School 20 
years ago. Emma said: “Every 
wheelchair is totally 
different, whereas these are 
ideal for football. 

“If you can only manage 
with your left hand, then the 
controls can be switched over 
for you.” 

Sharon added: “Hopefully, 
within a year or so, we’ll have 
a team in Greenwich to 
compete nationally!”

FIREFIGHTERS have 
been given new 
equipment and training 
to deal with casualties at 
call outs. 

All seven fire engines that 
cover the borough now carry 
advanced trauma-care 

equipment. 

This includes defibrillators 
in case of heart attacks at 
fires or other 999 incidents 
that fire crews attend. 

The kit, which is similar to 
the equipment carried by the 
London Ambulance Service, 
includes defibrillators to deal 
with heart attacks and is 
carried in a large rucksack. 
And all fire crews in 
Greenwich have been given 
additional first aid training 
so they can use it. 

“We hope that it will have a 
big impact,” said Adam 
Carter, station manager at 
East Greenwich Fire Station 
in Woolwich Road, Charlton. 
“We know that people don’t 
survive because they don’t 
get trauma care 

straightaway, so we are sure 
it will help save lives in 
Greenwich.” 

The new, improved first-aid 
capability and training - 
known as Immediate 
Emergency Care (IEC) - 
means firefighters will have 
the skills to carry out vital 
first aid and be better 
prepared to treat casualties 


who need immediate medical 
care until paramedics can 
take over. 

It also means greater 
survival rates for casualties 
in circumstances that 
prevent early access for 
paramedics, such as blocked 
access or unsafe structures, 


and where firefighters are the 
first emergency service on 
the scene. 

Andrew Rickard, the 
brigade borough commander 
for Greenwich, said: “The 
introduction of this new 
equipment to fire engines in 
Greenwich borough is a very 


important improvement to 
the service we provide to the 
public. We now have the most 
up-to-date equipment 

available in any UK Fire and 
Rescue Service. It will help us 
to provide the very best first- 
aid care and ultimately help 
us to save more lives.”

Trademark Act of 1994. A 
number of other people 
living in the house were also 
being questioned by trading 
standards officers last week. 
An officer told GT: “We 
found no means of 
manufacturing so this was 
not a factory as such but it 
was clear this premises was 
being used for the storage 
and distribution of a wide 
range of counterfeit goods. 
This was a successful 
operation in that it is quite 
unusual to find such a 
variety of goods.” 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, 
Greenwich Council’s Cabinet 
Member for Environment 
and Community Safety, said: 
“This sends out a strong 
message to traders that if 
they choose to ignore trading 
standards advice, they will 
be found and possibly 
prosecuted. I would 
encourage all businesses to

follow the appropriate 
guidelines on selling legally 
classified products in order 
to avoid having their goods 
confiscated and even worse 
face prosecution.” 


GREENWICH residents who 
encounter specific problems 
with urban foxes have a 
dedicated helpline to 
contact. 

At the same time, the 
Council’s environmental 
health officers stress that 
YOU can play your part in 
keeping these wild animals 
at bay by 

• ENSURING bins are 
securely shut 

• NOT leaving rubbish- 
sacks beside your wheelie 

• NEVER feeding foxes 

The animal made national 
headlines last week when a 
fox got into a London home 
and attacked two sleeping 
babies. 

Because of this, Greenwich 
Council is repeating some 
advice and guidance on the 
subject. 


It says: “It is unfortunately 
the case that foxes are now 
rife in London having 
migrated over time from the 
countryside. They have 
adapted to the new food 
sources available. 

“Greenwich Council does 
not provide an extermination 
service for foxes. The main 
treatment methods of 
poisoning and trapping are 
considered inhumane or pose 
a risk to domestic pets such 
as cats and dogs.” 

And it adds: “The best way 
to reduce the number of 
foxes throughout the 
borough is to minimise the 
amount of refuse and other 
food sources available.”

Bishop’s blessings for new school

A brand new building for 
historic St Mary 
Magdalene C of E Primary 
School in Kingsman 
Street, Woolwich, came a 
step nearer last Tuesday 
(8 June) with the formal 
laying of the foundation 
stone. 

The ceremony was carried 
out by the Bishop of 
Woolwich, the Rt Revd 
Christopher Chessum. 

The old building, dating 
back to 1877, was demolished 
in October and building work 
for a new school began on the 
same site. It will be twice as 
big as the old school, and is on 
target to open early next year. 

Since the old school closed, 
the 210 pupils, aged three to 
11, plus 15 nursery children 
have been bussed each day to 
temporary classrooms on the 
Shooters Hill Post 16 campus 
at Red Lion Lane. 

The school ran a 
competition to choose the 
children to take part in 
Tuesday’s ceremony. They 
wrote poems and prayers for 
the new school, and read 
them out in front of the VIP 
guests, who included school 
governors and members of 
the Diocesan Education 
Board. 

The Rev Grahame Stephens, 
Chair of the Governors, told 
guests: “The old school had 
so much tradition and happy 
memories, but it was well past 
its sell-by date. So it is 
exciting to see this new 
school growing from the 
ashes. I am sure the new 
school will be the great 
success we all hope it will be. 
St Mary Magdalene gets 90 



applications a year for places, 
and we can take only 30 
children. But the new school 
will be able to take 60, 
because we are going from a 
one-form to a two-form entry. 
This is a great joy to us.” 

The ceremony was 
organised by Deputy Head 
Victoria Ellis, who had been 
standing in for headteacher 
Claire Veal while she was on 
maternity leave. 

“This is a special, once-in-a- 
lifetime event and something 
we can all remember,” she 
said. 

“It will be a fantastic new 
school, over four floors, with 
15 classrooms and glass and 
steel play decks. And going 
from a one-form to a two-form 
entry means we will be able to 
take 420 children, ’’she added. 

Bishop Christopher 

cemented in the foundation 
stone and blessed it, saying: 
“The new school has had the 
full support of the Diocese of 
Southwark, the Diocesan 
Education Board, Greenwich 
Council and the local parish. 
It’s very exciting to see the 
progress that has been made.” 

He led a prayer of dedication 
“for the building and to all 
who will study here in the 
future” and blessed the 
foundation stone. 

Headteacher Claire Veal 
thanked all involved in the 
project, saying that St Mary 
Magdalene was “an 
outstanding school and the 
new building would give it an 
important fresh start.”

More help 
with costs 
of childcare 

HM Revenue and Customs have 
simplified the way that help with 
childcare costs is paid through Working 
Tax Credit (WTC). 

The changes mean that more families 
will be able to get help towards 
childcare costs, such as during the 
school holidays. This will provide 
families with the extra help when they 
need it, instead of the costs being 
spread out over 12 months. 

WTC provides help for working families 
towards the cost of childcare while they 
work. You can get this help if you are a 
lone parent or a couple and you both 
work for 16 or more hours a week (or 
where one of you works and the other 
cannot work because of ill-health). The 
childcare costs must be ‘approved’ - for 
example an eligible nursery, children’s 
centre, pre-school playgroup, breakfast 
or after-school club, holiday scheme, 
registered childminder or approved 
home carer. 

Contact the Tax Credits Office if you 
already get WTC but don’t receive help 
towards your childcare costs. 

If you don’t already get WTC you may 
be able to claim now so it’s important to 
check. 

• To claim tax credits call the Tax 
Credits Helpline on 0845 300 3900 (or 
0845 300 3909 for textphone users). 

You may also get extra help towards 
your rent and council tax if you are 
paying for approved childcare. 

•If you would like to check if you are 
claiming all your benefits contact the 
Council’s Welfare Rights Service on 020 
8921 6375 (or 18001 020 8921 4900 for 
textphone users).

Borough praise for bereaved parents support group

COMMUNITY safety 
leaders and the new 
Greenwich Mayor said a 
civic “thank you” to a self- 
help group of bereaved 
parents who offer 24-hour 
support to anyone who is 
also grieving for children. 

Plumstead mum Lynne 
Booker and her support- 
foundation had just 30 families 
on their books one year ago 
when they opened their first 
drop-in at 1-4 Beresford 
Square, Woolwich. “Now it’s 
more like 500,” said Lynne 
whose 19-year-old son, Terry, 
was fatally stabbed on the 
Polthorne estate in November 
2000. 

The Terry Booker 
Foundation is “just a phone- 
call away” for any parents 
across the UK trying to cope 
after a murder, a fatal 
accident, a suicide, 
miscarriage or still-birth. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, 
Greenwich Council’s cabinet 
member for environment and 
community, hosted a second 
annual reception for the 
volunteers, at Woolwich town 
hall last week. Guests included 
Mayor of Greenwich, Cllr 
Barbara Barwick, and Police 
Superintendant Chris Hafford 
who is in charge of operations 
and partnership in the 
borough. Greenwich Victim 
Support, which works closely 
with Lynne, also sent 
representatives. 

Terry Booker’s young son, 
Tony, was also there, as well as 
Terry’s father, who is also 
called Terry. 

The young lad told GT: “I just 
remember how generous my 
dad was. He was also the first 
one to help me to set out the 
balls on a pool-table - so I’m 
good and no-one wants to play 
me!” 

Cllr O’Mara told GT: “We are 
tremendously honoured as 
Lynne Booker’s ‘home 
borough’ to host this event for 
her and for all the other 
families who support her in 


her work.” 

She told everyone: ’’One of 
my jobs involves working with 
the police to ensure we drive 
down crime in this borough, 
making it a safe place to live. 

“We have a good record on 
that, but we must never forget 


the victims of crime. That is 
why people like Lynne Booker 
are so important.” 

The top-ranking police 
officer told everyone: “I don’t 
think we are going to ‘stop 
tragedy’. That is a part of life. 
All we can do is give support.”

Later, he told GT: “This 
Foundation has gone from 
strength to strength - and that 
is due to the personality of 
Lynne. She’s a person who gets 
things done!” 

The Foundation has also set 
up drop-ins in both Bexley and 
Southwark. 

It has recently successfully 
bid for a national lottery 
“Awards for All” grant to buy a 
respite caravan for grieving 
families to use on the South 
coast, and now it’s aiming to 
raise £5,000 for a minibus.

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Council’s policy for letting homes. Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you when 
you registered, or when your circumstances changed. 

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 
longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

is for applicants the council must prioritise according 
to the law, particularly homeless people, and others 
with an urgent need to move for medical or welfare 
reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B.

ENHANCING OUR ENVIRONMENT: 3-400 trees are planted in borough streets each year

THERES been a tree- 
mendous response to an 
appeal for help with caring 
for the borough’s trees. 

Almost 100 residents have 
volunteered to help 
Greenwich Council highways 
staff care for hundred of new 
trees planted over the winter 
and spring months. 

The volunteers have 
promised to water the trees 
regularly, weed the area 
around the base of the trunk 
and watch out for disease, 
damage or vandalism. 

They were recruited as part 
of Greenwich Council’s street 
tree care scheme which has 
been running for about seven 
years. 

The council plants around 3- 
400 trees in borough streets 
each year as part of its annual 
tree replacement programme. 
They include Whitebeams, 
crab apples, flowering pears, 
Liquid Ambers and 
Hawthorns as well as Oaks. 

To improve their chances of 
survival, the borough writes 


to local residents asking them 
to keep an eye on trees near 
their homes. 

The scheme generally 
recruits 70 or so volunteers 
but around 100 people have 
stepped forward this year. 

Neighbours in Eltham, have 
joined forces to keep an eye on 
two Pin Oaks and two English 
Oaks recently planted near 
their homes in Sunnydale 
Road. 

Seventy-nine year old 


Pamela Harrison and her 
husband Alan have lived in 
the area for 15 years. 

Pamela, a mum-of-four, said: 
“We have a lovely view where 
we are - it’s like being in the 
country. There’s a big conker 
tree nearby but it’s dying and 
a big branch fell off recently. 
These new little ones will be 
lovely to look at once they get 
bigger.” 

The former machinist added: 
“We all go out and water the 


trees when we think it needs 
doing. Trees are beautiful and 
they are good for the 
environment.” 

Cllr Rajwant Sidhu, the 
council’s cabinet member for 
Greener Greenwich, said: 
“Trees make an enormous 
contribution to enhancing our 
environment and the council 
endeavours to maintain a 
healthy tree population by 
planting around 3-400 new 
trees on borough highways 
each year. The aftercare of 
newly planted trees is 
important to aiding their long 
term establishment and we 
are asking local people to 
carry out some watering and 
care for the new trees on our 
behalf. Helping a young tree 
in this way is a great way of 
contibuting to the 
environment and improving 
the amenity for everyone. It 
also saves resources so we can 
plant more trees in the 
future.”

I was framed! 

...But the amateur snapper admits his part in relaunching a 
photography club which is developing an identity all of its own 


THE Woolwich 
k M III . Photographic 
4 Society has been 
going in one guise 
or another for 
over 100 years. 

But with the emergence of 
digital technology over the last 
two decades, much of the gear 
previously used by 
photographers became 
quickly outdated and obsolete. 
The society was becoming a 
faded, sepia tinged black and 
white relic, a sad reprint of its 
former self. 

So three years ago, a 
passionate amateur 
photographer decided it was 
time to drag the society 
kicking and screaming into 
the new millennium. 

“When digital pictures 
appeared, film disappeared 
virtually overnight,” Marshall 
Pinsent, chair of the newly 
launched Aperture told Scene. 
“A lot of photography 
clubs just closed their 
doors forever. We were 
down to eight members 
by that time, and we 
decided to rethink what 
we were all about.” 

A graphic designer by 
trade, Marshall was the 
perfect person to revamp 
the WPS’s ailing image 
and bring a new focus to 
the organisation. 

“We needed to rebrand,” 
he explained - “So we 
became Aperture’, 
complete with the 
corporate identity, 
website and even a blog.” 

And it’s worked. Less 
than three years down 
the line and the group - 
based out of the 
Shrewsbury House 
Community Centre on 
Shooters Hill - has 
swelled to over 40 
members and the group 
has an exhibition of its work 
on until July in Woolwich. 
“We’ve had a studio at the 
centre for 10 years in the old 
bomb shelter there that was 
used during the war. There 
was even a darkroom down 
there, but since digital came 
along it’s been used as a 
storeroom!” quipped the 
photographer. 

New members are more than 
welcome, and Aperture meets

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weekly at various places, last 
week convening at a pub in 
Greenwich before getting busy 
snapping the surroundings. 
Having fun - and the social side 
of the club, is of utmost 
importance, Marshall says. 
And the club has attracted a 
welcome, if unusual 
demographic. 

“Traditionally photography 
clubs are made up of middle 


aged to older people - 
predominantly men,” 
added the chair. “But 
our average age is 30- 
33, and half of our 
members are women - 
which is very 
unusual.” 

So why is that? 

“I think because we 
concentrate on 
creative photography 
and shy away from 
traditional ‘club 
photos’ like steam 
trains and the like. 

We do the technical 
workshops too, but it’s 
not an evening class, 
and the social aspect 
is very important. 
People meet friends 
and form relationships 
~ through the club - it’s 
about enjoying photography 
and getting more out of life.” 
Ironically camera-shy himself, 
the 52-year-old’s love of 
snapping began three decades 
ago with his first camera, a 
Russian Zenit SLR, “one of the 
most affordable and best 
cameras at the time.” 

But, he maintains that the 
aperture of the camera lens is 
not as important as the one we 



are born with. 

“It’s about developing the 
‘seeing eye’ - a camera is just a 
tool. It’s more about how you 
see the picture and when you 
decide to press the shutter. 
After just a couple of months 
I’ve seen amazing 
transformations from some of 
our amateur photographers.” 
And an old face from the WPS 
days is returning to the new 
club after making the leap 
from amateur to pro- 
photographer. 

“Next year a photographer 
who was at the society some 
years ago is coming back to 
give a talk to the group,” 
Marshall said. “He now takes 
photographs for national 
newspapers and central 
government.”

Forthose of you not familiar with the 
iconicTV series orthe first movie from 
2008, we pick up our quartet of girls - 
Carrie (Sarah Jessica Parker), Samantha 
(Kim Cattrall), Charlotte (Kristin Davis) 
and Miranda (Cynthia Nixon) - two years 
after Carrie’s marriage to Mr Big (Chris 
Noth) at the end of Sex and the City 1. 
Older, if not necessarily, wiser, each is 
struggling to come to terms with their 
new and now, middle aged, lifestyles. 
Their problems range from Charlotte’s 
perennially crying children and her fear 
of her husband running off with the 
attractive, efficient and, more 
importantly, permanently bra-less 
nanny, to Samantha’s obsession with her 
potentially waning sex drive. The girls 
naturally therefore, jump atthe chance of 
an all-expenses-paid, luxury vacation to 
Abu Dhabi, courtesy of one of Samantha’s 
PR clients. Unimaginable wealth, desert 
sands, camels, souks and the inevitable 
culture clash follow their fairly 
predictable course, with Carrie’s old 
boyfriend, Aidan (John Corbett) thrown in 


SATC’s legions of fans. The movie took 
$27m in its first weekend despite 
negative reviews from the critics - don’t 
wantthem to change (another sequel?) 
and identify with them just as they are. 
The movie, almost despite itself, actually 
works; the chemistry between the girls 
and indeed with the audience is almost 
tangible and especially evident in the 
karaoke which all four girls simply must 
have enjoyed filming. We are “soul 
mates” as Samantha tells them in a rare 
moment of openness. While more could 
have been made of this intimate and 
enviable series of friendships, it is simply 
too easy to criticise the movie for what it 
is not; its pithy dialogue, plot, and lack of 
character development. SATC2 is the 
ultimate cinematic experience - it was 
made for its fans. 

Verdict: An entertaining diversion, 7/10 
(for its fans, at least).

CAPTAIN Clive 
^ II I Hamman set sail 

~ \ on the last leg of 
his round the 
world voyage 
from the Greenwich Yacht 
Club in April. 

He weighed anchor on his self- 
built boat, ‘Nuthin Wong’, 
after refitting the 40-foot junk 
at the club and 
commandeering seaworthy 
locals for the final push of a 20- 
year odyssey that will take 
him back home to Canada. 
Like any self-respecting 
skipper, the seaman kept a log 
of his experiences and stories, 
until he realised he had 
enough to fill a book - which 
has now been published. 

No Fixed Address is a rip- 
roaring, swashbuckling 
sojourn across the seven seas 
which proves that being an 
adventuring sea captain is no 
nine-to-five job. 

Days in the doldrums were 
spent writing out his tales - 
long hand with a pen and pad 
at first, and then on an early 
laptop, before the files were 
lost and he had to start all over 
again. So the book has been a 
journey in itself, packed to 
bursting with stories of 
pirates, romance and the 
colourful characters he met en 
route.

All alone in the pirate- 
infested South Seas, the 
Nuthin Wong is chased hy 
sea-faring looters. The 
fearless captain stays at his 
post for three days straight, 
ready to ram the marauders 
or do whatever it takes to stop 
them hoarding... 

The evocative and direct 
style of NFA makes it easy to 
imagine Clive late at night in 
the galley writing, an oil 
lantern swaying gently as the 
ship sits at anchor after 
another day’s adventure on 
the high sea. 

The warmth the sailor has for 
his fellow man leaps from its 
pages, and despite being 
hoodwinked on numerous 



occasions, Clive never 
becomes cynical about the 
human race: Stopping for 
repair in East Africa, the 
boat’s oil pump is swapped out 
by an unscrupulous mechanic; 
his first vessel is stripped of 
its facets by local chancers as 
it lies beached and helpless, 
leaving the equally stranded 
captain to stand by impotent, 
outnumbered and 
outgunned. 

Frustratingly though, the 
book swells and rolls 
unpredictable leading many 
gripping passages to abrupt 
and unsatisfactory endings, 
while other chapters drift 
aimlessly before being

Signed to Alan McGee’s Creation 
label that was later home to 
Oasis, the Glaswegian group was 
at the forefront of the scene that 
would morph into Britpop. 
Shadows is the ninth studio 
album from the Scottish band, 
returning five years after their 
2005 release Man-Made, which 


was released to critical 
acclaims, so it is no 
overstatement to say that the 
new album is eagerly 
anticipated. 

While the record replaces the 
cheerfulness of its 60s-pop 
roots with lyrics that are 
melancholy and knowing, it still 
boasts the band’s trademark 
raggedly melodic pop tunes 
melded to big guitars and hooks.

While most 
bands are lucky to have one 
great songwriter, Teenage 
Fanclub is blessed with three, 
and Shadows overflows with the 
kind of gorgeous, harmony 
driven classics you’d expect to 
find on a greatest hits album.

Grand Turismo season 


THE start of the summer 
weather also sees the start of 
the motor racing season, a 
time when all the heavyweight 
car manufactures showcase 
new models for private racing 
teams, and one of the most 
popular class of car is the 
infamous "GT” racer. 

The initials stand for “Grand 
Turismo” or in English, grand 
touring. 

There are many types of class 
in this form of motor sport, with 
cars differing depending on the 


and reduced the weight. Every 
last bit of non-essential dead 
weight has been shed - even 
the back seats, the engine de- 
restricted and a roll cage 
added. The result? 0-60 mph in 
4.4 seconds and a top speed of 
181 mph, and you can have it in 
anycolouryou like, providing 
it’s orange. 

Next on the list is the Porsche 
91 1 GT2RS, (below), a car 
based on the timeless 91 1 
Turbo. There is little difference 
between the two cars in terms 


this car, unlike the first two, is 
track ready, and all that needs 
to be tinkered with is the 
suspension, gear ratios and 
rearspoilertothe driver’s 
preferred setting. This car even 
has little carbon fibre on the 
front wings to help move the air 
around it. In fact, only the name 
and the body is shared with the 
road-going version: The engine 
is lifted from the M3 - a 
thumping V8, and forget about 
comfort - this car has even had 
the carpets and door linings 



size of their engines and petrol 
tanks. What all the different 
classes have in common is that 
they are based on cars you can 
buy from your local dealer. This 
means, in theory, you can drive 
to the track, change the wheels 
to slicks, race around all day 
and - providing you don’t crash, 
drive home afterwards. 

So for anyone out there with the 
cash to splash, here are some 
of my favourite GT racers. 

First off the BMW M3 GTS. This 
car (above) started life as a 
standard M3 with the same 4.0 
litre V8 turbo charged engine 
before engineers put it on a diet 


of looks, but once again the car 
has been on the slim fast diet, 
losing its 70kg air con and door 
handles which means a 0-60 of 
3.5 seconds and top speed of 
205 mph. The impressive stats 
put the car in to the same 
league the Lamborghini 
Murcielago, but at a cost of 
£1 00k less. However the price 
of the car is still relatively high, 
and any serous racerwill have 
to make extra modifications to 
get it really track ready. 

Which brings us on to the final 
car in the selection, the BMW 
Z4 GT3, (above, right). But don’t 
be fooled by its “Z4" badge - 


removed to reduce the weight. 
In this game though, the less 
you have, the more you pay - 
and this being the lightest of 
the three cars, is also the most 
expensive, coming in at over 
£300,000. 

Choosing between these cars 
is no easy task then, but 
looking at all factors I would go 
forthe Porsche. Although more 
expensive than the M3 and with 
a smaller engine, the stats are 
those of a car that should cost 
well over £250,000. The 
Porsche costs £1 60,000, so is 
in fact, great value. Kind of.
